Experimenting In Socialization 


State medical care and hospitalization on province-wide basis has not 
yet been put into operation in any of the Canadian prairie provinces, though 
one or two of these provinces have preparatory legislation on the statute 
books ready for use on proclamation of the lieutenant-governor in council 
when the time may be auspicious which is probably another way of saying 
when the provincial government can see its way clear to financing such a 
project. 

In other provinces the demand for province-wide state medicine is grow- 
ing in volume and vociferousness and the time may not be far distant when 
one or another of these provinces will adopt a measure to meet the acceler- 
ating tempo of the clamor for it. 

The persistent call for provincial state medical aid and hospitalization is 
one of the outcroppings of the depression decade from which—it is to be) 
hoped—the west is about to emerge. Its successful operation, however, is 
dependent, among other things upon proper financing and, of course, it is not 
surprising to find that governments are loath to embark on a scheme involv- 
ing a large sum of money at the outset, at a time when people are unable 
to pay existing levies for other#ervices and when, as a result, governments 
are heavily in debt which they are unable to meet. 

It is largely because of the lack of private income that people are 
pressing such urgent requests for provision for state medicine and hospital- 
ization and it is exactly for the same reason that governments are chary 
about embarking in new ventures of this nature at a time when they are 
most needed. 

When and if the country is again prosperous and governments can more 
readily secure money to finance projects of this kind, the need for state

ing to see whether or not, on that account, the demand for it will die down 
if, in the mean time, the governfhents have not yielded to the pressure that 
is now being brought to bear upon them. 


Interesting Experiments 

In the meantime experimentation in group medical aid and hospitaliza- 
tion is being carried on in the west, both on veluntary and compulsory bases; 
on smaller scale. The success, or otherwise, of this experimentation will be 
watched with close interest, not only by participants in and beneficiaries 
of such measures but by the entire populace of the west. 

Within the past twelve months: several groups in the larger centres 
have organized mutual medical benefit societies in the hope of securing 
medical and hospital services for their members at reduced rates‘as a result 
of co-operative bargaining power and are financing their plans by flat rate 
monthly levies upon the membership, thus organizing costs of sickness under 
a budgeting plan. Most of these organizations, purely voluntary in character, 
have not been in operation long enough to be able to determine whether or 
not they will be successful, and in fact,;-most of them are yet in the embyro 
stage. e = 

On the other hand, this spring will see the first state medical and hos- 
pitalization project in Western Canada, perhaps the first in the Dominion, 
put into effect on a municipal compulsory basis. 

The electors of the Rural Municipality of McKillop in Saskatchewan 
voted in November to embark on a municipal-wide health insurance plan 
by a 96 per cent, majority poll, The rural municipality embraces one town 
and two villages and these urban units are combining with the municipality 
to set up the first health insurance district in the province to cover a com- 
plete range of medical and hospital services, including surgical and X-ray 
work and,medicines for all the residents of the district. The plan is being 
financed by an annual levy of $5 9n_every resident of the rural municipality 
and of the town and the two villages; payable quarterly and in advance. 
Agreements have been made with two physicians resident in the town to 
take care of all the medical requirements of a population of 2,350 and nego- 
tiations for hospitalization are under way with two city hospitals outside 
the boundaries of ‘the municipality. 


. * * ’ 
Will Be Closely Watched 

This municipal scheme is compulsory on the residents of the munici- 
pality and will be administered by a district board of health representing 
the several urban and rural units. 

Provincial legislation is required to @uthorize the imposition of .the 
proposed levy and this, it is said, has been promised and will be sufficiently 
wide to enable other municipalities within the provinee to launch similar 
measures on a vote of the electors. 

Since this is a compulsory, once it has been adopted by a vote of the 
electors and is, therefore, closely akin to a full fledged provincial health 
insurance or state medical and hospitalization scheme, though on a smaller 
scale, its operations will be watched with tense interest. throughout the| 
entire west. If it should prove a success, doubtless many other municipal-| 
ities will adopt a similar measure at the first opportunity, and it is quite 
possible that in this manner @ municipal project may grow into a province- 
wide scheme.

For So Much Unemployment? 

The subject of technological un- 
employment, or joblessness created 
by the machine, is always good for 
an argument. The argument is par- 
ticularly heated when it centres 
about great mass production indus- 
tries. The automobile industry, for 
example, is always a fertile field for 
the debaters. Is highly mechanized 
production, which manifests itself in 
such a present-day phenomenon as 
the assembly line, responsible for! 


much of our unemployment? 

The piece of research which re-! 
veals that a Ford car could not be! 
produced for less than $18,000 if) 
hand-made may help to throw some 
light on this question. The retail 
price, of course, would be. still 
higher, but $18,000 is a convenient 
figure. It goes without saying that) 
automobiles which sold at that price) 
would find an extremely limited mar-| 
ket. While many more man-hours 
would be required to turn out a) 
single car, the number of cars pro-| 
duced annually would fall off to a/ 
mere dribble. 

It would be idle to argue that! 
mass production and the machine | 
have not thrown men out of worn} 
temporarily; but insofar as they 
have reduced prices to the ultimate, 
consumer, and created a great mass 
market, they have probably created 
far more employment than they 
have ever destroyed. Thus it is 
estimated that the automobile has! 
been direttly responsible for the pay- 
ment of $84,000,000,000 in wages 
from 1900 through 1937. This sum) 
includes the wages paid out not only 
to workers in automobile factories, 
but in the steel, rubber and. petro- 
leum industries, in the improvement 
of roads made necessary by the 
automobile, and to chauffeurs, truck 
drivers, garage men, filling station 
attendants, parking lot employees, 
etc. 

There is such a thing as tech- 
nological unemp!oyment, beyond any 
doubt, but reverse the picture, and 
one will find the machine lowe?ing 
prices, widening markets, and offer- 
ing new work opportunities in the 
satisfaction of new consumer wants. 
A hand-made product that almost no) 
one can afford to buy is the source 
of little employment, But when the 
machine brings that product within 
the purchasing power of the masses, 
‘we may have a great industry, and 


conspicuous case in point.

The Food Of Foods 
Milk Is Relieved To Be The Most 
Fesential Food Known 
In view of the millions of gallons 
of milk produced in Canada every 
year, it seems incongruous that the 
consumption of milk in the Dominion 


is only about two-thirds of a pint, 
writes Laura Pepper, in the bulletin 


Milk—The Food of Foods,” issued 
by the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture This is partially ex- 


plained by the fact that many people 


may not thoroughly appreciate the 
important role this really indispens 
able food plays in nourishing the 
body. The present per capita con 
sumption is much lower than that 
recommended by reliable authorities 
who have made a study of nutrition 

The Technical Commission of the 
Health Committee of the League of 
Nations recommends the daily use 
of 750 grams of milk (about 14rd 
pint) for children 1 to 2 years of 
age, and 1000 grams (about 1 4-Sthe 


pint) for children up to 14 years of 


age The Commission also empha- 
sizes the fact that milk should 
form a conspicuous element of the 
diet at all aces 

Milk is the best foundation on 
which to build meals for both chil- 


dren and adults. A daily allowance 
of a pint and a half to one quart for 
each child particularly during years 
of most rapid growth, will supply the 
required calcium, as well as appre- 
ciable amounts of protein, vitamins, 
and other growth-promoting factors. 
A pint of milk daily is beneficial to 


adults, not merely for its caloric 
| contribution but for its properties 
|essential to the maintenance of 
| health 


Milk is one of the so-called “pro- 


tective foods” which are valuable 
chiefly for their mineral, vitamin, 
land high quality protein content. It 
ranks first: among foods because it 
furnishes more of the essentials of 
the diet than any other food. In 


other words, no other food can be 
substituted for it The bulletin, 
which may be obtained free on ap- 
| plication from the Publicity and Ex- 
tension Division, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, deals 
in a concise manner with the most 
important facts, such as the value 
of milk in the diet, milk in various 
forms, care of milk from producer

To Germans coffee has long been 
almost as indispensable as to Ameri- 
cans. The dark brown beverage, its 
aroma stirring thoughts of well- 
being and good fellowship, has been 
for them a breakfast staple and «4 
|dinner climax. Coffee houses lured 
|many to hours of conversation over 
lthe cups. Viennese coffee with 
whipped cream attained international 
reputation. 

In recent weeks, however, fewer 
Germans were finding enjoyment in 
coffee. There was a shortage of the 
brown ‘deans, and to eke out @ 
dwindling supply roasted barley was 
being used as an adulterant, Though 
adulterated coffee is not new in 
Europe—a mixture of chicory and 
coffee is actually preferred in many 
countries to a pure’ biend—Daryley- 
coffee proved particularly unpalat- 
able. Even that substitute was not 
easy to obtain. 

Outside coffee shops housewives 
formed long lines to obtain at least 
a small supply. Police broke up the 
queues and the press denounced as 
“coffee hyenas” those who by form- 
ing coffee lines focused attention on 
the shortage. Relief was promised 
shortly as a result of new financial 
arrangements with coffee-producing 
Brazil. Meanwhile some. Germans 
were finding an outlet for their feel- 
ing by telling such a joke as the fol- 
lowing 

“There's plenty of coffee Any 
store will give you a pound free if 
you buy two pounds of butter and 
a dozen eggs. All you have to do 
is find a store with that much but- 
ter and eggs."—-New York Times

The monumental tomb of Gen. 

Ulysses 8. Grant has been completed 


A landscaped plaza, such as was 
visioned before work was suspended 
in 1897, now surrounds the 150-foot 
high granite landmark overlooking 
the Hudson in New York. So many 


terior as well as outside, that it 
hardly would be recognized by the 
estimated 8,000,000 Americans ‘who 
have been in it. 

The General actually was buried 
a short distance from the tomb after 
his death at Mt. McGregor, N.Y., in 
1885. The first tomb was a little red 
brick structure on Riverside Drive. 
It wasn’t until 1897, six years after 
work began on the present tomb, 
that the remains were removed. 

One reason the dispute arose over 
the body's whereabouts was the fact 
that the 1885 funeral, perhaps the 
greatest ever held in America, at- 


tracted wide attention in contrast 
with the transfer of the body which 
was moved quietly to the new tomb) 
10 days before President McKinley | 
led the dedicatory ceremony there. 
Doubters also questioned the use of 
three coffins—the body is in a cop- 
per coffin, inclosed by an oak one, 
which in turn is encased in a red) 
granite sarcophagus. 

Grant's widow was buried in the 
present tomb in 1902. 

About $400,000 has been spent in 
improvements and renovations in the 
last six months as compared with 
$600,000 on the original construction 
work.
